The Request for Continued Examination filed 2/13/07 is accepted and an action on the 
merits follows. 

Response to Amendment/Remarks 

Applicant's arguments and remarks filed 1/29/07 in regard to the interview held at 
the PTO on 12/18/06 and phone consultations held prior to that interview with respect to 
the independent claim have been fully considered and are persuasive.
